REDUCTION IN GAS RATES IS 


Gas rates in Richmond, and all 
cities of the East Bay region will 
be reduced 5 cents a thousand cubic 
feet on all meter readings after Sep- 
tember 3rd. 

Order to that effect was entered by 
the State Railroad Commission yes- 
terday as part of a complete revision 
of state gas schedules. The revision 
is based on the policy adopted on 
June 7, that gas prices should be 
contingent-wpon the price of crude 
oil and that the commission might, 
upon its own motion and coincident 
with each important change in oil 
prices, revise gas prices on an auto- 
matic scale. ; 

The general reductions in the state 
range from 2 to 8 cents a thousand 
feet. 

Oil’ companies notified the commis- 
sion that the price of crude oil had 
Weclined 25 cents on August 3. The 
order, therefore, was made effective 
on readings of September 3, to be 
retroactive to the date of oil price 
reduction.
